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School taxes hiked nine percent

A new School Board bud¬ 
get for the 1992/93 school year 
calls for a 9 percent average 
hike in school taxes and school 
board trustees expect a similar 
increase may be in the works 
for next year. 


"We all know taxes are get¬ 
ting out of control and we can't 
keep affording this," said 


trustee Susan Denischuk. "We 
all want to give the best educa¬ 
tion to our children that we can

it."

tion is expected to look care¬ 
fully at the budget for next year 
to see where cuts can be made. 


The budget, passed by both 
the County of Mountain View 
School Board and the county 
council last week by a vote of 
7-4, increases spending by 
nearly 15 percent and taxes by 
an average of 9 percent over 
the 1991/92 budget, but school 
board officials say the increases 
were necessary to keep all the 
current school board programs 
running. 

"This is definitely not a 
Cadillac budget," said Assistant 
School Superintendent Shirley 
Van Eaton. "This is pretty lean 
as it is. You have to realize that 
most of these increases come 
from things that are out of our 
control." 

The budget increases 
spending by $3,349 million 
over 1991/92 to $26,202 
million. County Comptroller 
Harold Johnsrude said part of 
the increase comes from the 
cost of opening the new school 
in Olds, part from a rise in 
enrolments in Cremona, Sun- 
dre and Olds schools and part 
from inflation. 

"Some of the increases 
were not expected," said 
Johnsrude. "For example, the 
area of employee benefits saw 
fairly high increases. Canada 
Pension Plan went up by 8 per¬ 
cent and unemployment in¬ 
surance by 13 percent. Those 
expenditures will be there 
regardless." 

Johnrude said similar cost 
increases can be expected in 
coming years. 

But despite passing the 
budget, board members were 
not happy with loading tax 
payers with an average 9 per 
cent increase.

If I have an addiction I guess it's to reading. Our whole family 
shares this addiction and most of the flat surfaces in the house are 
covered with 3 or 4 layers of the printed word. Our tastes are eclec¬ 
tic and we have a bit of information on almost any subject you can 
name. It may take a while to find the information, not because I 
don't know where it is but because I have a tendency to get 
sidetracked and wander off into the interesting things that I find on 
my way to the original subject. 

My husband, if there is nothing else at hand, will read the back 
of a Corn Flakes box and he can peruse with apparent interest news 
magazines, history, humor, government handouts, sale bills and 
ad's from chemical companies. Between us we find almost 
everything interesting but when I received a copy of Alberta 
Health's, Vital Statistics Annual Review for 1990 I did not exactly 
greet it with glad cries. Pages and pages of charts and figures seems 
like unlikely reading entertainment. I was wrong. The thing is 
fascinating, it is a condensation of every joy and grief, drama and 
pathos, heartbreak and highlight for a whole Alberta year. I can 
hardly put the darn thing down. 

The Alberta Vital Statistics Annual Review is a summary of all 
events registered prior to March 1991, which occurred in Alberta 
during the 1990 calendar year. Main Categories are: Births, Mar¬ 
riages, Deaths, and Stillbirths but each of these categories has 
subheadings and accompanying talbes. Under Births for example 
we have tables representing Live Births occurring in Alberta, In and 
Out of-Wedlock Live Births, Multiple Live Births, Female and Male 
Live Births, Birth Weight by age of Mother and Male and Female 
Live Births with Birth Weight by gestation period. The charts in the 
Marriages section will tell you things like ages of bridegrooms and 
brides, how many of the marriages were first marriages and a 
breakdown of the marital status of the bridegroom by the marital 
status of the bride. For example 12,755 never married men married 
women who had never been married before either, 123 never 
before married men married widows and 1,978 never before mar¬ 
ried men married divorced women, 2,333 divorced women married 
divorced men, 202 widowed women married divorced men, etc., 
etc. 


There are only 2 tables in the Deaths section, Cause by sex and 
age and infant deaths. The first of these is a very long and complex 
chart and full of drama and sorrow and maybe triumph when you 
think of the dread diseases that have been conquered by medical 
science. No one died of cholera or typhoid I am happy to report but 
5 people, including a child, died of tuberculosis. No one died of 
brucellosis, diphtheria, whooping cough, scarlatina, erysipelas, 
tetanus, polio, smallpox, measles, typhus or malaria. Cancer and 
heart disease were the big killers of course and there is even a sec¬ 
tion of people who died from mental disorders, 227 of them. I 
would hate to have to be responsible for that chart. How do you tell 
if someone died of a mental disorder? Where do you draw the line? 
In my opinion someone who falls into a crevasse while climbing a 
mountain or is caught in avalanche while heliskiing is definitely a 
candidate for death by mental disorder. 

Let's go back to something a bit less depressing but still pretty 
sad. Youngest live birth was to a 12-year-old, 3 thirteen-year-olds 
had babies, 31 fourteen-year-olds and 102 fifteen-year-olds, four of 
which were second babies. The youngest in-wedlock live birth was 
to a 14-year-old mother, 2 fifteen-year-olds had babies and it was 
the second child for one of them. 

In the happy news department, seventeen moms were over 45, 
and the largest number of babies were born to moms aged 25 to 29 
followed by the 30 to 34 group. There were 840 twins born in the 
province last year, and 27 triplets. One live baby was born after only 
a 17 week gestation period, three live babies were born after only a 
20 week gestation period and 4 babies hung in there for 44 weeks. 
Some pretty cranky mothers in that last group. 

I would love to give you the breakdown on births, marriages, 
and deaths for each of the towns in the county and tell you the 
towns in Alberta with the highest birthrate and the biggest and 
smallest babies and the weapons used in homicides but I have run 
out of space and time. Maybe in another column.

Teacher salary freeze 
suggested

A resolution to hold teachers 
salaries between 0 and 2 per-cent 
over each of the next three years 
has been drafted by the 
Mountain View County Board 
with hopes of having the 
resulution adopted by every 
school board in the province. 

The Board voted unanimous¬ 
ly to send the resolution to the 
Zone 5 meeting of the Alberta 
School Boards Association in an 
effort to get it forwarded to the 
ASBA provincial-wide convention 
this fall. 


Didsbury School trustee 
Murray Snyder said the resolu¬ 
tion was drafted because of the 
problem school boards are facing 
with teacher salary demands. 

"I think teachers need to 
realize that school boards just 
don't have the ability to handle 5 
and 6 percent wage increases 
these days," he said "We hope 
that the adoption of this kind of 
resolution will help drive that 
point home." 

The resolution states that 
because of the downturn in the 
economy and below-inflation 


yearly provincial grant increases, 
larger salary agreements would 
result in program cuts and "a 
lower level of service to students 
and a higher workload for 
employees." The resolution also 
states that board efforts to keep 
salary increases down have been 
"disappointing [making it evi¬ 
dent that] a province-wide 
initiative is necessary to make a 
recognizable difference at the 
bargaining tables." 

School boards spend an 
average of 75 percent of their 
budgets on teacher salaries.

A seminar for women 
interested in politics is being 
called unfair by some members of 
the Didsbury Town Council. 

Town councillor Doug 
Sharpe called the seminar dis¬ 
criminating, adding he would not 
be supporting the effort of the 
group organizing the seminar. 

"I don't think it is politically 
correct to focus this just on 
women," he said. "I think this is 
a special interest group and I am 
not prepared to support any 
special interest group." 

The seminar, called Women 
in Politics, is being organized by 
a non-partisan group of area 
women with a long standing 
interest in politics. 

Group spokesperson Lorna 
Frere said she finds the type of 
attitude expressed by some of the 
members of the Didsbury Town 
Council disappointing saying that 
the seminar is not intended to be 
discriminatory, only to encourage 
women to get more involved in 
the political process. 

"This being an election 
year, we thought it was a good 
idea to encourage some of the 
good folks to run," she said. 
"We are focusing on women only 
because up to now women 
haven't been represented in the 
correct numbers in political office 
and we believe they have alot to 
offer." 

Frere said men will not be 
excluded from the seminar, 
which will include such guest 
speakers as L acorn be Mayor j udy 
Gordon, County of Mountain 
View School Board trustee 
Tammy Pederman and CHQR 
broadcaster Sharon Edwards. 

"We are not going to turn 
men away," F rere said. "Anyone 
interested in municipal politics 
and would like some information 
is more than welcome This is not 
a woman against man thing, it's 
just women working hard for 
equality and men shouldn't be 
threatened by that."

Residents concerned over gun use

The return of spring brings 
with it the return of the pesky 
gopher, but some town residents 
are concerned that it may also 
bring tragedy 

Residents of the Anderson 
Court Trailer Park, who asked not 
to be named, said people gopher 
hunting within town limits are 
posing a grave risk to home 
owners in the area. 

One resident said she has 
spotted a number of children with 
guns shooting gophers in an 
empty field and the cemetery 
near the trailer park over the past 
few weeks. 

"J ust about every spring we 
have this problem," she said. 
"And I am getting more 
concerned every year that one of 
my own kids might get injured." 

The resident, who was 
startled by a bullet from gopher 
hunters which flew through her 
trailer two years ago, said she 
wanted to warn others about the 
dangers of gopher hunting within 
town limits 

"I'm not sure if people 
realize it, but some of these 
hunters are children and they 
aren't just using pellet guns," 
she said 

Didsbury RCMP said they 


are aware of the problem of 
gopher hunting going on within 
town limits and are investigating 
all complaints they have received 
so far. 

"It is an offense in contra¬ 
vention of the town bylaw to 
discharge a firearm, even a pellet 


gun, within town limits," said 
Corporal Christensen. "We will 
lay charges where we see this 
occurring " 

Christensen said parents 
whose children are using their 
rifles to hunt gophers in town will 
have their weapons confiscated.

Open letter from the Cremona United Church 
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Two pension plan agreements reduce unfunded liability

Provincial Treasurer Dick 
Johnston has announced that 
agreements have been reached 
with the Local Authorities and 
Public Service pension plan 
boards on pension reform. These 
plans cover 125,000 provincial 
government, municipal and 
healthcare workers in Alberta. 

The terms of the agreements 
will eliminate the plans' unfund¬ 


ed liabilities over time, ensure 
proper funding of benefits earned 
in the future, and provide a 
guaranteed 60% cost-of-living 
adjustment on all service. 

The reform of the Local 
Authorities and Public Service 
pension plans and updated 
acuarial assumptions will reduce 
the combined unfunded liability 
of the five pension plans from 
$5.5 billion to $12 billion, a 
decrease of $4 3 billion off the 
balance sheet of the Pension 
Fund. Consultations are continu¬ 
ing with the pension plan boards 
representing employees in the 
other three plans administered 
by the government to deal with 
the balance of the unfunded 
liability. 

During the extensive consul¬ 
tation process, plan members 
requested more direct participa¬ 
tion in the management of their 
pension plans. In response, the 
government is transferring re¬ 
sponsibility for the management 
of the Local Authorities and 
Public Service pension plans to 


separate Boards of Trustees 
Effective January 1, 1993, the 
new boards will be responsible 
for establishing general policy 
and investment guidelines, and 
setting future contributions 
rates 


As your MLA, I believe that 
these agreements are fiscally 
responsible and take into account 
the interests of Alberta taxpayers 
as well as public sector pension 
plan members. The government 
will proceed with pension reform

Reply on farm foreclosures 


Old age pensions increase 


Dear Editor: 

I am writing in reply to your 
recently published letter from 
Nick Taylor, MLA, Westlock- 
Sturgeon, which outlined his 
party's notions on how to prevent 
farm foreclosures 

I wish the real world 
operated as simply as it seems to 
for Mr. Taylor. Firstly, he 
proposes that "something like 
the old Social Credit debt 
adjustment board" be resurrect¬ 
ed, to review foreclosure situa¬ 
tions. This is precisely the 
mandate of the Farm Debt 
Review Board, which is a federal 
program designed to make sure 
that farmers in financial diffi¬ 
culty, or actually facing fore¬ 
closure, obtain an impartial, 
third-party review of their cir¬ 
cumstances, at no cost to the 
farmer. 

Mr. Taylor specifically re¬ 
ferred to the foreclosure of the 
former Thiessen property near 
Hawk Hills ADC had been 
working with the Thiessens, the 
Farm Debt Review Board and 
through the courts since 1988 to 
resolve that situation. Those 
efforts were unsuccessful. On a 
related note, it is disconcerting 
that media reports state that 
ADC encouraged Mr Thiessen to 
borrow more money than he 
needed In fact, two thirds of his 
original loan was to refinance 
existing debt benefitting the 
Thiessens with a much lower 
interest rate 

Foreclosures are a relatively 
rare event, an eviction seldom 
ever happens, and it is always a 
last resort. Of a portfolio of 
approximately 11,000 accounts, 
only 28 have resulted in 
foreclosure during the first 10 
months of this fiscal year 

Before considering foreclos¬ 
ure, ADC and its clients try many 
other options to work out a 
solution These include early 
financial counselling, use of the 
Farm Debt Review Board, 
financial restructuring, release of 
security, deferral of payments in 
many cases, partial quit claims, 
home quarter "buybacks,” and 
many, many other options. 


In this case, as well as with 
all other applicable workout 
situations, ADC's policy of 
allowing the former owner to buy 
back the "home quarter" acre¬ 
age was explored. Offers enab¬ 
ling Mr Thiessen to keep his 
home quarter have been repeat¬ 
edly rejected by Mr. Thiessen. 
His last counter offer, in fact, was 
for $1. 

ADC's obligation in these 
situations must be to the 
taxpayer, and to the 95 per cent 
of its clients who do repay their 
loans promptly. Forgiving this 
debt is not an option. It simply is 
not fair to the farmers who do 
make their payments, and who 
struggle with the same economic 
circumstances as have the 
Thiessens. 

In the Thiessen situation, 
ADC and the courts allowed them 
to stay on the property for many 
months after title returned to 
ADC provided that they pay a 
rental amount set by the court. 
ADC received no payments I 
believe that living rent-free, or 
more accurately, with rent paid 
by the taxpayer, is an untenable 
situation. 

There have also been some 
incorrect reports about the 
Thiessen's furniture being 
seized. This is not so. ADC was 
obliged to move and store it, and 
it will be returned to the 
Thiessens as soon as they 
arrange a location 

Whatever form that financial 
problems take—bankruptcy, quit¬ 
claim, foreclosure, even eviction 
-they are terrible experiences to 
have to live through. I strongly 
believe that ADC's position on 
foreclosures is fair ADC is not a 
heartless institution Many of the 
people on the Board and who 
work there are farmers who 
understand all too well the 
problems inherent in that busi¬ 
ness But it is a business, and the 
fact is that, like every other 
business, there will be successes 
and failures.

New rates for the federal Old 
Age Security, Curanteed Income 
Supplement and Spouse's Allow¬ 
ance benefits for the April to 
June 1992 period were an¬ 
nounced last week by the 
Honourable Benoit Bouchard, 
Minister of National Health and 
Welfare. 

Tiie Old Age Security 
pension (OAS), paid to people 65 
and older, will be $374.44 per 
month. This is an increase of $.37 
over the previous quarter. 

The maximum Guaranteed 
Income Supplement (CIS) will be 
$444.98 per month for a single 
person and for a married person 
whose spouse does not receive 
the Old Age Security pension or a 
Spouse's Allowance For each 
married person whose spouse 


also receives an Old Age Security 
pension and for a married person 
whose spouse receives a 
Spouse's Allowance, the maxi¬ 
mum will be $289.84 per month. 

The maximum Spouse's 
Allowance (SPA), paid to people 
between 60 and 64 with a limited 
income who are married to CIS 
recipients, will be $664 28 per 
month. 

The maximum Widowed 
Spouse's Allowance (WSPA), 
paid only to low-income widowed 
persons aged 60 to 64 who reside 
in Canada and meet the basic 
residence requirements, will be 
$733.37 per month. 

The Old Age Security Act 
provides for benefit increases 
every three months based on the 
Consumer Price Index (CPI), the 


Statistics Canada cost-of-living 
measure. The higher the inflation 
rate rises from one quarter to 
another, the higher the raise in 
OAS benefits. Since the inflation 
rate has slowed down, increases 
in OAS benefits are also lower 
The benefit amounts for GIS, 
SPA and WSPA vary according to 
the recipient's income during the 
previous year. Recipients of the 
CIS, SPA and WSPA must 
resubmit their applications each 
year. Applications must be 
returned by March 31 to avoid 
any interruption in benefits. If 
applications are received and 
approved after the end of March, 
retroactive payments to April 1 
will be paid after processing

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TransAlta says EEMA unfair

TransAlta Utilities Corpora¬ 
tion is asking for the Town of 
Didsbury's support in changing 
the current Electrical Energy 
Marketing Act. 

TransAlta, which supplies 
electrical power to Didsbury, 
made the pitch for support at last 
Tuesday's Town Council meet¬ 
ing 

Wyn Meeder, marketing 
supervisor for TransAlta said the 
EEMA, which was established in 
1982 to equalize province-wide 
utility costs, is unfair. 

"The EEMA has made for 
high hikes in your bills and will 
make for further increases in the 
future," Meeder said. 

TransAlta, along with the 
Edmonton and Alberta Power 
companies, generate electrical 
energy within the province, sell it 
to the E E MA pool, then purchase 
it back with the goal of reducing 
regional cost disparities to utility 
customers. Last month, Alberta 
Energy Minister Rick Orman 


announced the creation of an 
E E MA review panel to determine 
if it has achieved that goal. 

Meeder said TransAlta 
wants to see changes in the 
E E MA because of the cost to its 
customers. 

"Many customers of Ed¬ 
monton Power and Alberta Power 
are getting lower rates than our 
customers despite the fact that 
TransAlta is the lowest rate 
producer," Meeder said "By no 
means should TransAlta custom¬ 
er rates be higher than the 
energy customers they subsi¬ 
dize." 

The cost of a new power 
producing plant built by Edmon¬ 
ton Power was partially paid for 
by Didsbury power bills because 
of the EEMA During 1991, 
Meeder said, Didsbury electrical 
customers paid $228,000 in 
subsidies to both Alberta and 
Edmonton Power customers. 

Meeder said TransAlta is 
proposing several changes to the 
Act, including 10 percent rate 


Review boards extended 


Federal Agriculture Minister 
Bill McK night has announced a 
two-year extension of the Farm 
Debt Review Boards (FDRBs). 

Since their inception, the 
boards have handled more than 
14,000 cases, with agreements 
successfully mediated in more 
than 80 per cent of them. 

Follow-up surveys suggest 
that more than two-thirds of 
those who have reached arrange¬ 
ments through the FDRB process 
are still farming two to three 
years following review of their 
cases by the panels. 

"The federal government 
remains committed to assisting 
the farm sector to weather 
current financial difficulties," 
Minister McK night said. 

"Thousands of Canadian 
farm families have benefited 


from the boards' services," the 
Minister said. 

Farm Debt Review Boards 
were established in each province 
in 1986 to provide a process of 
review for farmers in financial 
difficulty or facing insolvency. 
Under the Farm Debt Review 
Board Act, the boards review 
farmers' financial situations and 
try to mediate agreements 
between farmers and their 
creditors. 

The Farm Debt Review 
Fund, which assists Farm Credit 
Corporation borrowers through 
the FDRB process, has been 
extended for one year. The 
longer-term future of the fund 
will be reviewed in concert with 
policy decisions on other farm 
financial programs.

Town Council notes

Didsbury's own answer to a 
recycling committee is being 
nominated for an environmental 
excellence award 

Rudy Shabert's name will be 
put forward by the Didsbury 
Town Council for the Emerald 
Award given by the Alberta 
Foundation of Environmental 
E xcellence. 

In making the suggestion 
that he be nominated, Councillor 
Marjorie Malinowski said Scha- 
bert's efforts for the town have 
been outstanding. 

"He has done so much work 
on his own, he is almost a 
recycling committee himself," 
she said. 

Winners of the award will be 
announced June 1. 

Town Council has agreed a 
large pile of metal sitting in the 
town's landfill site should be 
carted away 

Councillor Neville Marshall 
said the pile, which has been 
accumulating over the years at 
the landfill site, would be taken 
out to help in their efforts to 
reclaim the land. 

Council agreed to hire a 
private firm to haul away the 
metal to be sold to a scrap dealer 

The overflow problem near 
the sewage lagoon should be 
solved according to an investiga¬ 
tion by town engineering firm 
Brisbin and Sentis. 

Engineer Vern Sentis told 
town council he believed the 
sewer overflow problem had been 
caused by a large blockage in the 


line and should be solved now 
that the blockage has been 
removed. 

"We plan to track it and see 
if the overflow happens again," 
he said. "The syphon is clean so 
if it does it may be a capacity 
problem." 

Council had asked Sentis to 
look into the problem after the 
area suffered an overflow last 
fall. 

Didsbury residents will con¬ 
tinue to pay long distance 
charges to call Calgary according 
to Olds/Didsbury MLA Roy 
Brassard. 

Brassard was asked to look 
into the possibility of getting 
Extended Flat Rate Calling 
service to Calgary by Didsbury 
Town Council last month Other 
communities in the area, such as 
Carstairs, pay a small flat rate 


every month on their telephone 
bills for unlimited toll-free calls 
to Calgary under the service. 

But Brassard said the 
chances of Didsbury benefitting 
from the same service were 
pretty slim. 

In a letter sent to council, 
Brassard said only those towns 
within a 65 km. radius around the 
city qualify for EFRC. The 
distance qualification is based on 
ACT'S terms which have been 
approved by the Canadian Ra¬ 
dio-Television and Telecommuni¬ 
cations Commission. 

Didsbury is about 70 km 
outside of Calgary. 

Brassard said Didsbury's 
only option was to make an 
appeal to the CRTC to amend the 
distance criterion, but added that 
the CRTC generally does not 
change criteria for the benefit of 
single party applicants.

Are hard times affecting what we 
eat? 

It seems every day we hear 
more bad news about oil and gas 
companies cutting back on staff, 
poor grain prices, and small 
businesses closing Many fami¬ 
lies are being forced to cut back 
on the "extras," and this 
includes some foods 

If a family has to spend less 
on groceries, it makes sense for 
people to purchase cheaper 
meats, shop for specials, and cut 
down on soft drinks, chips and 
snack foods. Perhaps ground 
beef, bologna, and soup bone 
sales increase when families are 
cutting costs.

During January and Febru¬ 
ary, the Mulroney government 
sponsored five weekend confer¬ 
ences on the constitution, mis¬ 
leadingly calling them "constitu¬ 
ent assemblies " 

But the vast majority attend¬ 
ing the meetings were handpick¬ 
ed "constitutional experts" and 
activists from special-interest 
groups Only a few so-called 
ordinary Canadians were allowed 
to attend In noway, consequent¬

For a constituent assembly 
to be called as such, it must be 
elected Representatives from 
each federal riding should be 
elected directly by the people to 
carry out proposed amendments 
to our Constitution After the 
constituent assembly meets, the 
proposed amendments would 
then be subject to ratification by 
each province in a general 
referendum 

We find it ironic that the 
Mulroney government-so eager 
to raise taxes on Canadians— 
would see fit to deny over-bur¬ 
dened taxpayers the right to elect 
constituent assembly representa¬ 
tives and to vote on constitutional 
referenda

Major specialty crop acreage 
rose dramatically with increased 
pea acreage in 1991, but 
surveyed Alberta farmers are 
planning to seed slightly fewer 
special crop acres in 1992 says an 
Alberta Agriculture crop statisti¬ 
cian. 

"With very low cereal prices 
in 1991, special crops were an 
attractive alternative for produc¬ 
ers. Special crop acreage in¬ 
creased by 17 per cent," says 
Michelle Gietz Special crop 
acreage rose from 325,000 acres 
(excluding forage seeds and 
potatoes) in 1990, to 381,400 
acres in 1991 With forages and 
potato acreage included, the total 
acreage was over 500,000 


In particular, pea, grain 
corn, dry bean and lentil acreage 
rose dramatically in 1991. "Field 
pea acreage increased by 80 per 
cent, grain corn by 49 per cent, 
dry beans by 16 per cent and 
lentil acreage doubled," notes 
Gietz. 

Safflower, sugar beet and 
silage corn remained relatively 
constant. Potatoes, mustard, 
canary seed and forage seed 
acreage decreased Gietz's fig¬ 
ures are from the 1991 special 
crop survey conducted by the 
department's statistics branch 

Field peas lead the way in 
terms of most acres seeded to a 
specialty crop Little change in 
1992 is expected from the 180,000

acres sown last year adds Gietz. 
Mustard continues to be the 
second most popular specialty 
crop with 70,000 acres grown in 
1991. 

Producers were also asked 
about their 1992 seeding inten¬ 
tions in the survey. "The 
indication is that there will be a 
slight decrease—around one per 
cent-in seeded specialty crops 
acres," says Gietz. "But note 
this is a conservative estimate as 
it's based only on the plans of 
producers who currently grow 
speciality crops." 

Survey questionnaires were 
sent to all Alberta producers-just 
over 3,500 in 1991 —reporting 
miscellaneous crops in their 
Canadian Wheat Board permit 
books. Nearly 1,500 question¬ 
naires were returned.

When young adults leave 
home for more education or their 
first job, how well prepared are 
they to take care of themselves? 
Can they clean a home and keep 
it that way? Do they know how to 
shop for and cook healthy foods? 
Are they able to manage (budget) 
their income? If the answer to 
these questions is yes, then they 
are released from the extra time 
it takes to learn these things 
when time is needed to concen¬ 
trate on studies, career or other 
areas of living Mary Ellen 
Norgard, D H E at Oyen, shares 
these tips to help your child 
develop living skills. 

In his book, "401 Ways to 
Get Your Kids to Work at 
Home," Monson McCullough 
writes: "As a parent, there are 
ways to prepare your child for the 
Big World whether they are two 
or 22. During the 18 years or so a 
child is in your home, you will be 
doing lots of things and going 
many places, so why not get full 
value from these experiences 
through goal setting, and plan 
your activities to provide the 


maximum instructional benefit 
for your children? 

The child's accomplishment 
of skills will improve self-image 
and give the confidence on which 
to build even more skills. 
Independent children can bounce 
back from crises and move 
forward while dependant chil¬ 
dren are more vulnerable to 
problems that can ruin their 
lives.

6. Let your child take part in 
learning fun skills, not just 
cleaning tasks-decorating a 
cake, planning games for a 
birthday party, arranging flow¬ 
ers, etc. 

Work Motivators - If you 
are teaching young children to 
pick up their toys and clothes, 
here are some ideas to make the 
task more fun: 

1. Wind up one another and 
pretend to be work robots. 

2. Wind up a music box and 
see how much can be picked up 
before the music stops. 

3. Use child size shopping 
carts to pick up toys and pretend 
to be buying them at the store 
Set up a cash register in the 
child's bedroom 

4 Have the child put away

Changes made to 
sportfishing regulations

The 1992 Guide to Sportfish¬ 
ing has been released and is 
being distributed to all Fish and 
Wildlife offices and private 
license vendors. "As in previous 
years, several changes have been 
made to protect the resource and 
provide quality fishing experi¬ 
ences for Alberta anglers," said 
LeRoy Fjordbotten, Minister of 
Forestry, Lands and Wildlife. 

All anglers should pick up a 
copy of the Guide as soon as 
possible and acquaint themselves 
with the regulations and the 
changes made for 1992. 

Some of the changes in¬ 
clude: 

- Season dates and creel 
limits have been changed on 
portions of the Crowsnest River 
to increase recreational fishing 
opportunities. A "Slot-size lim¬ 
it," in which only fish of certain 
sizes may be kept, has been 
established for trout take down¬ 
stream of the East Hillcrest 
Bridge to provide a high quality 
fishing experience and protect 
the mature segment of the fish 
population. As well, a new 
catch-and-release (zero catch 
limit) fishery from November to 
)une will increase fishing oppor¬ 
tunities for trout and mountain 
whitefish during a time of the 
year that had previously been 
closed to fishing. 

- A catch-and-release fish¬ 
ery and a year round bait ban 
have been implemented on Lower

Alberta climate news 


March sets new records 

Warm weather during the 
month set new monthly mean 
temperatures at several stations 
across the province. Some of the 
locations and their new record 
monthly mean temperatures (De¬ 
grees Celsius) are: Rocky Moun¬ 
tain House (1.1), Whitecourt 

(2.3) , Red Deer (2.1), Jasper 

(3.3) , Banff (2 8), Cold Lake 
(0.5), Coronation (1.4), Edson 

(2.3) , Crande Prairie (1.1), Fort 
McMurray (-14) and Edmonton 
City (2.6). The previous high 
monthly mean temperature for 
Edmonton Municipal was 2.5 set 
in 1889. New daily record 
temperatures were reported fre¬ 
quently as warm air lingered over 
the province. 

Precipitation during the 
month was relatively light with 
all stations reporting below 
normal amounts. Southern Alber¬ 
ta received much below normal 
precipitation with some stations 
reporting only a trace. A 
vigorous cold front late in the 
month did give some snow to 
central Alberta but this melted as 
temperatures recovered rapidly 


the following day. 

Hours of sunshine for March 
were above the normal values 
across central and southern 
regions. Northern Alberta report¬ 
ed values near normal 
Soil moisture outlook for Spring 
1992 

Spring 1992 soil moistrure 
levels for agriculture are project¬ 
ed to be dry across the province. 
E astern Alberta could be particu¬ 
larly dry due to the warm winter 
with below normal snowfall 
Some concern is being expressed 
about agricultural drought how¬ 
ever two-thirds of the moisture 
for cereals and oilseeds comes 
from growing season rainfall. 

This moisture outlook is 
based on fall soil moisture and 
over winter precipitation with the 
assumption of normal precipita¬ 
tion during the spring. 

This outlook is a preliminary 
view as final spring moisture 
levels will depend on the actual 
spring rains.

and areas of excess precipitation 
being reported, what may be 
expected to happen next? Histor¬ 
ically, the influence of E I Nino on 
temperatures in Alberta dimin¬ 
ishes in strength through the 
spring months. On average, the 
spring period is only very slightly 
warmer than normal during an EI 
Nino year. 

Precipitation patterns are 
more difficult to understand. 
Northern Alberta's precipitation 
is not greatly influenced by EI 
Nino. Precipitation varies about 
the long-term average in the 
usual fashion with periods of 
drought and periods of excess 
precipitation Central Alberta has 
drier winters with El Nino but 
precipitation during the spring 
and summer typically returns to 
normal conditions. In southern 
Alberta, the springs following El 
Nino winters have generally 
continued to have below normal 
precipitation. In the 1926 El 
Nino, however, a dry spring was 
followed by a very wet summer. 
History suggest, therefore, that 
residents of southern Alberta 
should anticipate continued drier 
than normal conditions through 
spring
